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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1-28 have been allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
agrees with the arguments discussed below presented by applicant in the response 
dated 3/1 7/03 regarding the Honda reference. 

Honda teaches away from the present claims in that it teaches two separate 
leadframes (104 & 104a), as opposed to the one leadframe presently claimed, as 
discussed in the last paragraph of the first page of the response dated 3/17/03. 

Further, the present claims require attaching the lead fingers of the offset lead 
frames to the primary lead fingers of the base lead frame, while Honda teaches 
attaching the lead fingers of the offset lead frames to the interior lead frame (104). 

For at least these reasons, and the combination of these limitations in 
conjunction with the other claim limitations, the present claims have been found to be 
allowable. 

Prior art could not be located that taught the limitations.
